“GONE UP.” 


Successful Ascent of the Monster 
Balloon City of Memphis. 


~The eminently suecessful ascension 
effected yesterday afternoon by those 
bold ig ee of the upper regions 

Messrs. Brooks and Thompson, would 
have enthused the soul of a believer 
in Miller’s doctrine of a_ general 
‘going up”’ of all things sublunary. 
The’ gigantic air-ship,e of which 
minute descriptions have been pub- 
lished heretofore, was inflated from 
the gas mains of Poplar and Adams 
street, the process commencing at an 
early hour of the afternoon and ceas- 
ing only when the balloon was ‘ as 
full as a tick,’’ somewhere about six 
o’clock. The cheers of the crowd as 
the unshapely mass of canvass began 
to assume its magnificent proportions 
were loud and frequent, and we verily 
believe that every one present felt an 
interest in the success of the under- 
taking not a whit less genuine than 
that pervading the minds of the pro- 
prietors of the affair. 

While the ship of the air was tug- 
ing at her moorings with seeming

opPned and amid the shouts and cheers 

multitude strains of 
martial music, the canvass bubble 
shot swiftly into the air. ‘' Don’t she 
go it!’’

urchings who had assembled (outside 
the fence) to honor the occasion with 
their presence. And the*boys were 
correct, for the sight was really nd, 
and that ‘‘she went it’’ may in- 
ferred, when it is known that at seven 
o’clock Mason’s depot was already he- 
hind the erial navigators.
